TO  RECIPIENTS  OF  WATER  SUPPLY  OUTLOOK  REPORTS: 


Most  of  the  usable  water  in  western  states  originates  as  mountain  snowfall.  This  snowfall  accumulates  during  the  winter  and  spring, 
several  months  before  the  snow  melts  and  appears  as  streamflow.  Since  the  runoff  from  precipitation  as  snow  is  delayed,  estimates  of 
snowmelt  runoff  can  be  made  well  in  advance  of  its  occurrence.  Streamflow  forecasts  published  in  this  report  are  based  principally  on 
measurement  of  the  water  equivalent  of  the  mountain  snowpack. 

Forecasts  become  more  accurate  as  more  of  the  data  affecting  runoff  are  measured.  All  forecasts  assume  that  climatic  factors  during 
the  remainder  of  the  snow  accumulation  and  melt  season  will  interact  with  a  resultant  average  effect  on  runoff.  Early  season  forecasts 
are  therefore  subject  to  a  greater  change  than  those  made  on  later  dates. 

The  snow  course  measurement  is  obtained  by  sampling  snow  depth  and  water  equivalent  at  surveyed  and  marked  locations  in  moun- 
tain areas.  A  total  of  about  ten  samples  are  taken  at  each  location.  The  average  of  these  are  reported  as  snow  depth  and  water  equivalent. 
These  measurements  are  repeated  in  the  same  location  near  the  same  dates  each  year. 

Snow  surveys  are  made  monthly  or  semi-monthly  from  January  1  through  June  1  in  most  states.  There  are  about  1900  snow  courses 
in  Western  United  States  and  in  the  Columbia  Basin  in  British  Columbia.  Networks  of  automatic  snow  water  equivalent  and  related  data 
sensing  devices,  along  with  radio  telemetry  are  expanding  and  will  provide  a  continuous  record  of  snow  water  and  other  parameters  at 
key  locations. 

Detailed  data  on  snow  course  and  soil  moisture  measurements  are  presented  in  state  and  local  reports.  Other  data  on  reservoir  storage, 
summaries  of  precipitation,  current  streamflow,  and  soil  moisture  conditions  at  valley  elevations  are  also  included.  The  report  for  Western 
United  States  presents  a  broad  picture  of  water  supply  outlook  conditions,  including  selected  streamflow  forecasts,  summary  of  snow 
accumulation  to  date,  and  storage  in  larger  reservoirs. 

Snow  survey  and  soil  moisture  data  for  the  period  of  record  are  published  by  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  by  states  about  every  five 
years.  Data  for  the  current  year  is  summarized  in  a  West-wide  basic  data  summary  and  published  about  October  1  of  each  year.

SIERRA  EAST  SLOPE 

March  snowpack  water  contents  have  risen  from  169  percent  of  average  on  March  1 
to  207  percent  of  average  in  the  Truckee-Tahoe  Basin  for  April  1.    This  raises 
1983  from  the  fifth  highest  snowpack  year  on  record  to  the  second  highest  year. 
Ten  snow  courses  in  the  Truckee-Tahoe  Basin  have  set  record  snow  depth  and  water 
content  records.    For  example,  Marlette  Lake  measured  118  inches  deep  and  47.3 
inches  water  content.    The  previous  high  measurement  was  in  1969  at  108  inches 
depth  and  45.4  inches  water  content.    Marlette  Lake  has  records  which  date  back 
to  1915.    Another  significant  example  is  Lake  Lucille  in  the  Desolation  Wilderness. 
This  site  measured  267  inches  depth  and  113.4  inches  water  content.    The  previous 
high  was  in  1952  at  244  inches  depth  and  111.0  inches  water  content.  Lake 
Lucille  has  been  measured  since  1913. 

Donner  Summit  snow  course  with  measurements  since  1910  measured  184  inches  tying 
the  previous  maximum  depth  in  1952.    More  importantly  the  water  content  was 
measured  at  87.2  inches  which  exceeds  the  previous  high  by  5.2  inches.  Fordyce 
Lake  and  Furnace  Flat  just  west  of  the  Truckee  also  have  long  records  with  the 
first  measurements  taken  in  1918.    Both  of  these  sites  have  set  record  water 
contents  this  year. 

In  the  Carson-Walker  drainage,  the  snowpack  has  risen  from  172  percent  of  average 
on  March  1  to  216  percent  of  average  at  this  survey.    This  year  is  the  third 
highest  on  record  and  will  produce  excessive  water.    In  this  basin,  six  snow 
courses  have  set  depth  and/or  water  content  records.    Sonora  Pass,  measured 
since  1930,  is  115  inches  deep  and  contains  51.6  inches  of  water.    The  previous 
record  was  in  1969  with  120  inches  depth  and  contained  51.4  inches  of  water. 

Reservoir  storage  in  reservoirs  along  the  East  Slope  of  the  Sierra  is  excellent 
at  116  percent  of  the  1963-77  average.    Lake  Tahoe  has  maintained  its  elevation 
since  March  1st.    Maintaining  the  elevation  of  Lake  Tahce  during  March  was  a 
critical  element  in  the  management  of  the  Truckee  River  system.    The  current 
discharge  from  Lake  Tahoe  is  1800  cubic  feet  per  second  Ccfs).   At  180O  cfs 
approximately  100,000  acre  feet  are  released  from  the  Lake  in  a  months  time. 
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At  this  rate  Lake  Tahoe  will  have  sufficient  storage  to  handle  this  year's 
snowpack  runoff  and  still  be  below  the  6229.1  foot  critical  elevation.  The 
greatest  impact  will  be  on  Pyramid  Lake  which  has  risen  6.05  feet  since 
October  1,  1982  and  may  rise  up  to  nine  feet  before  the  end  of  the  water  year. 

In  the  Walker  drainage,  the  situation  is  much  more  critical  due  mainly  to  the 
size  of  the  reservoirs.  Topaz  and  Bridgeport  Reservoirs  are  being  drawn  down 
significantly  so  they  will  be  able  to  pass  the  runoff  expected  from  this  third  . 
highest  snowpack  on  record. 

HUMBOLDT  BASIN 

Snowpack  in  the  Humboldt  drainage  also  increased  substantially  during  March 
rising  from  167  percent  of  average  to  210  percent  of  average.   The  most  signif- 
icant area  in  the  Humboldt  Basin  was  the  lower  portion  near  Winnemucca  which 
measured  284  percent  of  average  as  compared  to  176  percent  of  average  in  the 
upper  portion  near  Elko. 

Five  record  measurements  were  taken  in  the  Humboldt  drainage,  most  of  them 
in  the  Santa  Rosa  Mountains.    Four  of  the  five  snow  courses  setting  records  have 
been  measured  since  1963  and  the  fifth  since  1958.    The  most  significant  was 
Granite  Peak  measured  at  99  inches  depth  and  37,0  inches  water  content.  The 
previous  record  was  60  inches  depth  and  25.6  inches  water  content.    Others  setting 
records  were  Lower  Buckskin,  Golconda  #2,  Lamance  Creek,  and  Martin  Creek. 

Water  supplies  will  be  excellent  with  forecasts  ranging  from  125  percent  of  average 
on  Lamoille  Creek  to  258  percent  of  average  on  the  Little  Humboldt.    The  Humboldt 
River  at  Palisades  is  forecast  at  500,000  acre  feet.    This  would  be  the  second 
highest  flow  on  record  for  the  April -July  period. 

Reservoir  storage  in  Rye  Patch  Reservoir  has  dropped  10,000  acre  feet  during 
March,  but  storage  still  remains  above  average  at  127  percent  of  average.  The 
useable  capacity  of  Rye  Patch  is  194,000  acre  feet  leaving  about  27,000  acre 
feet  that  could  be  filled  during  the  runoff  season, 

OWYHEE  AND  SNAKE  BASINS 

The  Snake-Owyhee  Basin  will  also  have  an  excellent  water  supply.    The  snowpack, 
at  150  percent  of  average,  is  the  third  highest  year  on  record.    1982  was  the 
second  highest  on  record  since  1952, 

Streamflow  forecasts  will  be  excellent,  ranging  from  122  percent  of  average  on 
Salmon  Falls  Creek  to  204  percent  of  average  on  the  South  Fork  of  the  Owyhee. 
The  Owyhee  River  near  Owyhee  is  expected  to  flow  145,000  acre  feet  which  is 
181  percent  of  average. 

Wildhorse  Reservoir  contains  63,000  acre  feet  of  water  which  is  180  percent  of 
average.    Inflow  to  Wildhorse  is  forecast  at  38,000  for  the  April -July  period. 

EASTERN  NEVADA 

The  snowpack  in  Eastern  Nevada  is  195  percent  of  average  and  114  percent  of  last 
year. 
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Water  supplies  will  be  excellent  with  both  Steptoe  Creek  and  the  Franklin 
River  well  above  average  at  225  percent  and  204  percent  of  average, 
respectively. 

SOUTHERN  NEVADA 

Snowpack  in  the  Central  Great  Basin  and  Lower  Colorado  are  excellent  at  247 
percent  of  average  in  the  Central  Great  Basin  and  296  percent  of  average  in 
the  Lower  Colorado.    These  basins  have  increased  from  132  percent  of  average 
and  247  percent  of  average  on  March  1st. 

The  Virgin  River  should  provide  an  excellent  supply  of  water  for  irrigation* 
Runoff  for  the  Virgin  River  is  forecast  at  120,000  acre  feet,  and  250  percent  of 
average. 

NORTHERN  GREAT  BASIN 

In  March,  the  Northern  Great  Basin  was  176  percent  of  average.    It  is  now 
208  percent  of  average  and  water  supplies  should  be  excellent.  Forecasts 
range  from  163  percent  of  average  on  Eagle  Creek  in  the  Surprise  Valley  to 
192  percent  of  average  on  the  Quinn  River  near  McDermitt.
